The book includes an alphabetical 
listing, a numerical listing by phone 
number, and listings by street address 
and business name. 

“It’s a legitimate book,” Ms, Hanson 
said. “They do come around every year 
and update it.” 

The company is registered with the 
police department and Lt. Philip 
Froburg is familiar with it. 

The workers canvassing in town 
should not be using the word “census,” 
according to Ms. Hanson, or in any 
way indicating that their work is a 
town function. Ms. Hanson said she 
has received many calls at town offices 
regarding the survey. 


“We are not happy. They are kind of 


inferring that they are census takers 
for the town of Andover,” Ms. Hanson 
said. “It has nothing to do with the offi 
cial town census.” 

“Some people have been very 
uncomfortable. They should ask for 
identification,” she said. 

A company spokesperson told the 
Townsman workers will finish can- 
vassing this week, and probably will 
follow up next week with some phone 
calls to some residents.

Victims’group 
honors Sue Tucker 


The Massachusetts Victim Assis 
tance Board honored former represen 
tative Sue Tucker of Andover at a 
Boston conference last week held in 
conjunction with National Victim 
Rights Week. 

Ms. Tucker was named Legislator of 
the Year for her work to prevent child 
abuse and protect victims of domestic 
violence. Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger, chairman of the Victim 
Assistance board, said that the confer 
ence presented an important opportu 
nity to reaffirm commitment to the 
rights of victims, which are too often 
forgotten in the criminal justice sys- 
tem. 

“Sue Tucker has made an enormous 
contribution to the victims’ movement 
in Massachusetts,” he said. “Her stead- 
fast efforts to improve legal protections 
for victims of domestic violence result- 
ed in the December 1990 passage of the 
comprehensive reform to the Abuse 
Prevention Law.” 

For several years, Ms. Tucker also 
was chairwoman of the Special Com 
mission on Violence Against Children, 
Which resulted in the Children’s Trust 
Fund legislation, establishing a pri- 
vate/public partnership to develop and 
fund child-abuse prevention programs 
in the media, schools and hospitals.

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Marine returns from Persian 
Gulf with stories to tell

Marine Lance Cpl. Michael] 
Connor, 21, was back in town 
during recent weeks after spend. 
ing seven and one half months 
in the deserts of Saudi Arabia 
and Iraq. 

He is the son of Edward Con- 


nor and Janyce Ball, both of 


Andover. He is a 1988 graduate 
of Andover High School. He 


joined the Marine Corps right 


after graduation. 

Lance Cpl. Connor spent 
much of his furlough time catch- 
ing up with family and friends 
as well as visiting children in 
Felicia Lazarakis’ third-grade 
class at South School; with 
whom he corresponded during 
his stay in the Middle East. 

“We thought it was important 
for Mickey to know he was sup- 
ported while he was away from 
home,” said Ms. Lazarakis. 

“The children were con- 


cerned that he might get home- 
sick especially during the holi- 
days,” she said. 

Recently, he went to his for- 
mer elementary school with a 
bag packed full of photos and 
military gear and memorabilia 
for the students to view. He sat 
down on a child-sized chair and 
told the students what it was like 
to be a Marine in the Middle 
East during the troop buildups 
and during the actual fighting in 
Kuwait and Iraq. The children 
sat on the floor at the Marine’s 
feet listening attentively to the 
stories of sand storms, guard 
duty, gas mask drills and mili- 
tary food rations. 

“When we first got there, to 
Saudi Arabia (August 1990), we 
thought is was just going to a 
regular three- to six-month rota- 
tion and that we'd be doing some 
exercises.

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Marine tells stories

“But, we started to get ner- 
vous and we realized that it was 
escalating when the (Marine) 
reserves started coming in,” 
Lance Cpl. Connor said. 

On his third day in Saudi Ara- 
bia, Lance Cpl. Connor and his 
unit, the 1st Marine Division, 
which is based in Camp Pendle- 
ton, Calif., were moved out to the 
fields of Saudi Arabia to provide 
support for American air craft 
coming and going on the run- 
ways built on the desert floor. As 
the Jan. 15 deadline for an Iraqi 
withdrawal from Kuwait 
ordered by President Bush and 
the allied leaders drew near, 
Lance Cpl.Connor and his unit 
moved to the Saudi border with 
Kuwait to begin clearing mine 
fields. 


“We knew six hours before 
you did that the air war was 
going to begin,” he told the class. 

“T was on guard duty that 
night from 12 midnight to 2 a.m. 
We tried to stay calm and cool, 
but you could hear the aircraft 
taking off and feel some of the 
vibrations through the ground. 
It felt like 1 million feet pound- 
ing the ground,” he said. 

Once the ground war got 
underway in the 
February, Lance Cpl. Connor 
and his unit moved into Kuwait 
and Iraq clearing land mines for 
the American ground troops, or 
“grunts.” 


“President Bush did a great 
job with how he handled every- 
thing. So did General 
Schwartzkopf. ‘Stormin’ Nor 
man’ as we called him over 
there, did a great job too. We all 
loved him over there,” he said. 

One of the impressions of the 
war that will stay with Lance 


Cpl. Connor are the images of 


the Iraqi prisoners of war as 


middle of 


they surrendered to many Amer- 
ican military units, including 
his own. 

“They all thought we were 7- 
feet tall and weighed 250 
pounds,” he told the third- 
graders. 

Some of the propaganda the 
U.S. military used against the 
Iraqi troops included “rumors 
that to be a Marine we each had 
to kill one of our parents. They 
were really afraid of us by the 
time they surrendered,” he said. 

“We had so many POWs we 
didn’t know what to do with 
them. So we took away their 
weapons and kept them walking 
until other units could come pick 
them up,” Lance Cpl. Connor 
said. 


He brought along an Iraqi hel- 
met and gas mask he “liberated” 
from a captured Iraqi soldier. 

“Look at this helmet,” he said 
as he passed it around the stu: 
dents. 

“It’s made out of plastic. It’s 
like something you could buy at 
a K-Mart toy department.” 

He went on to describe how 
much more advanced American 
military equipment is than the 
Iraqi weapons. 

Students wanted to know if he 
shot any enemy soldiers while 
he was in the war. 

“No. I never 
weapon,” he said. 

“There were lots of times dur 
ing guard duty that we had 
scares and were told there might 
be some terrorist attempts to 
come through the wires that sur- 
rounded our camps, but none 
ever did,” he said. 

There were many times, like 
those he described above, that 
frightened Lance Cpl. Connor 
and the other Marines in his 
unit. But it was his “buddies” 
that helped him through the 
tough times.

Andover Bancorp 
reports assets loss 


Andover Bancorp Ince. 
announced its operating results 
for the first quarter ended March 
31, Bancorp’s assets declined to 
$664 million from $699 million at 
March 31, 1990. The capital to 
assets ratio now stands at 12.2 
percent with a book value per 
share of $19.78. 

The net loss for the quarter 
amounted to $3.6 million or 87 
cents per share, compared to net 
income of $1.1 million or 27 cents 
per share for the corresponding 
period of 1990. The current quar- 
ter’s net loss included a net gain 
on the sale of securities and 
loans amounting to $213,000 and 
a net loss of $1.9 million 
attributable to real estate opera- 
tions. This compares to net loss- 
es of $63,000 and $148,000, respec: 
tively, in the first quarter of 1990, 

The first quarter of 1991 
included a provision for loan 
losses of $4 million, increasing 
the allowance for loan losses to 
$14.7 million. Net charge-offs for 
the period totaled $2.5 million. In 
the corresponding quarter of 
1990, the provision amounted to 
$520,000 and the quarter-end 
allowance for loan losses was 
$8.5 million, 

At March 31, 1991, non-accru- 
ing loans amounted to $33.6 mil- 
lion while Other Real Estate 
Owned (OREO) totaled $25 mil- 
lion, compared to $17.7 million 
and $11.6 million, respectively, 
in the first quarter of 1990. At 
Dec. 31, non-accruing loans 
amounted to $31.8 million and 
OREO totaled $22.1 million. 

At March 381, 1991, restruc- 
tured loans totaled $17.9 million 
compared to $24.1 million at 


December 31, 1990. All restruc- 
tured loans are currently per- 
forming loans. The terms and 
conditions of these loans were 
modified during the past 15 
months in response to changing 
market conditions, The weighted 
average interest rate on restruc- 
tured loans as of March 31 was 
approximately 9.7 percent. 

Robert M. Henderson, chair- 
man and chief executive officer, 
stated, “The loss for the first 
quarter of 1991 was reflective of 
the continuing impact of the 
weakened New England econo- 
my and its effect on the bank’s 
loan portfolio, In light of this, 
additional loan loss provisions 
were dleemed necessary. 

“During the last year, down 
sizing the bank was a sound 
strategy and resulted in main- 
taining a reasonable level of core 
earnings before the provision for 
loan losses and losses relating to 
the management and disposal of 
properties acquired by foreclo- 
sure. Despite the results for the 
first quarter, Andover Bancorp 
continues to have a strong capi- 
tal to assets ratio of 12.2 percent, 
which is well in excess of all cur- 
rent regulatory requirements.

Fighting 


When Maureen Woodell of 
North Reading was assaulted 
several years ago, she beat her 
attacker off. 

“T left him there. | didn’t care 
what happened to him; I just 
reacted,” she said. 

Her sense of rage gives Ms. 
Woodell a better understanding 
of the rape victim she plays in 
Andover Theatre Company's 
production of Extremities. 

But, she says, she and Mar- 
jorie aren't the same person, 
“so as an actor I try to develop 
her character rather than act 
out my own.” 

Ms. Woodell is one of a cast 
of four bringing the characters 
of Extremities to life. 

Director Kimberly Enders of 
Wilmington says she had a 
tough time casting a rapist, a 
victim who fights back and two 
women roommates who ques- 
tion the victim's fight, from the 
dozens of auditioning actors. 

Ms. Enders says she make 
the right decisions and ended 
up with “a very serious group 
of actors who have studied their 
craft and characters. 

“This is a difficult, emotion- 
ally draining show that could 
not be produced well with any 
less commitment,” she said. 

For his audition, Dennis 
Lorne of Lawrence studied 
rapists, reading police reports 
and articles to determine how 
the character's mind worked 
and what he was feeling 

“Power, lust, desperation, 
need to control and humiliate, 
anger” are all part of rape, he 
said, 

“Raul is smart and uses his 
intelligence to manipulate the 
roommates, to encourage them

to side with him; to make them 
wonder, as defense attorneys 
are apt to do, whether she 
might have been asking for it; 
to cast a shadow of a doubt.” 

Is it hard to take on the trap- 
pings of such a malevolent 
mind? “I am not a rapist; I am 
not a violent person, but I’ve 
felt anger and lust and as an 
actor you channel your own 
emotions and magnify them 
through the mind (in this case 
the very sick mind) of your 
character,’ Mr. Lorne said. 

Ms. Woodell and Mr. Lorne 
are friends. In the play she is 
brutally and emotionally at- 
tacked by his character. But she 
said the friendship, trust and 
caring are inherent in making 
the brutal scenes realistic. 

“T have to trust Dennis not to 
go too far when we hit and 
throttle each other,’ Ms. Wood- 
ell said. “He has to have that 
same trust in me. At one point 
Dennis was very sick and 
thought he may not be able to 
do the show, I felt, if Dennis 
isn’t Raul, I didn’t know if I 
could do the show. We’ve 
invested a lot of ourselves in 
this.” 

Extremities marks a change 
in genre for Ms. Woodell, who 
doesn’t want to be typecast as a 
musical actress. 

She was last seen as Reno

Charles Mitsakos, then assistant 
superintendent of schools, called 
young Mr. Chateauneuf “Andover’s 
own Rosa Parks.” Rosa Parks was the 
black woman who in 1955 refused to 
give her seat on a bus to a white man. 

“He was very much attuned to what 
was going on in the world and the 
needs of those in a wheelchair,” his 
mother said. 

Her son was a “pioneer in the road 
not taken,” according to his mother, 
and Robert Frost’s poem “The Road 
Not Taken” was very special to both 
her and her son. 

“I know he helped a lot of other peo- 
ple,” Ms. Morrison said. 

To get into one meeting with town 
officials, Mr. Chateauneuf, in his 
wheelchair, was carried up a flight of 
stairs by Bob McQuade, Public Works 
director, and Jared Clark, former 
town manager. He told his mother he 
felt like a king being carried that way. 

“He had a wonderful sense of 
humor; he really did,” Ms. Morrison 
said. “He really had a great love of 
life.” 

Ms. Morrison also described her son 
as an adventurer. At 13, he rode horse- 
back into fields where he could never 
go in his wheelchair. His family once 
drove him to the top of Mount Wash- 
ington in New Hampshire where his 
mother said he loved the feel of the 
wind on his face. 

He spent much of his time at home 
with his two golden retrievers, Lady 
and Chester, enjoyed political discus- 
sion and was a staunch defender of 
social programs and the traditional 


values of the Democratic Party. 

He was a straight-A student at 
Northern Essex and treasurer of the 
college Social Club. 

Although he knew he would not live 
long into adulthood, he planned a 
career in architecture and became 
active in environmental issues. He 
was also a whiz at his computer, his 
mother said, and was using it to write 
a book on his family’s history at the 
time of his death. 

Mr. Chateauneuf made the decision 
to die at home, according to his moth- 
er, and did so in her arms. Ms. Morri- 
son has a very strong faith, as did her 
son, and believes he went “directly 
from our arms to heaven,” she said. 

In addition to his parents, members 
of Mr. Chateauneuf’s family include 
his maternal grandparents, Edward 
and Rachel Morrison of Lawrence;

Exhibit is on special clothing

May and June are the months of 
occasions, those to look forward to and 
those that are fondly remembered. 
Weddings and graduations seem to 
cluster at this time of year and they call 
for special dressing-up, true a century 
and more ago, as well as today. 

The Andover Historical Society has 
just opened a new exhibit featuring the 
clothing and accessories worn by 
Andover men, women and children for 
the special moments in their lives from 
the mid-19th century to the 1920s. The 
intimacy of these cherished dresses 
and suits, parasols, satin slippers and 
fans brings these people to life more 
vividly than any textbook. Cherished 
and carefully laid away in Andover’s 
attics, the garments were all donated so 
that many could share the pleasures of 
a bygone way of life. 

Wedding and graduation costumes 
are not the only events recorded by the 
exhibit. From birth to death, christen- 
ings to funeral, every occasion had its 
particular mode of dress. The dainty 
christening dresses on display are 
ornamented with a variety of exquisite 
needlework. Tiny satin caps, elaborate 
silver flatware and even a pure white, 
embroidered wool infant’s cape are dis- 
played, part of the expression of joy at 
this important religious occasion. Also 


smiling charmingly out from the past 


are little girls dressed in their First 
Communion finery. 

The white of christenings and First 
Communion was not always echoes of 
weddings. Nineteenth-century brides 
often chose other colors. Examples of 
both choices appear in the exhibit. The 
wedding veil became popular in the 1 
840s, we are told, and brides threw not 
their bouquet but one of their shoes to 
their unmarried friends. The bridal 
display includes an array of appealing 
accessories. Gorgeous fans are one 
such category. The fan became popular 
in the West after trade with China was 
expanded in the 16th century. Adopted 
by the Elizabethans, fans soon became 
de rigueur and remained so until this 
century. No woman ever dressed for a 


fancy occasion without a fan, and fan 
“language” was an important part of 
the courting ritual. 

Death is part of life and nowhere do 
our ancestors differ more from us than 
in their elaborate mourning customs, 
especially those observed by women. 
The wrong tint of black could set 
tongues wagging. Visitors will marvel 
at the details of the mourning ritual 
and their expression in clothing, jewel- 
ry and even parasols. We may be glad 
to be free of such encumbrances while 
at the same time we cannot help but 
consider that modern society has gone 
to the opposite extreme of failing to 
acknowledge grief at all. 

In an academic town such as 
Andover, graduation was and is an 
important occasion. Graduation cus- 
toms, from proms to commencement, 
are fully represented in the exhibit. 
Andoverites like to dance and balls 
were also a popular diversion. The lat- 
est 19th-century mode, the invitations 
and dance cards all testify to many joy- 
ous evenings in old Andover. 

The exhibit will be on view until 
October. It has been organized and 
mounted by Director/Curator Char- 
lotte Smith and the exhibits committee: 
Robin Sung, chairperson, Karen Her- 
man, Priscilla Alden, Barbara Alden, 
Margaret Roberts, Norma Gammon 
and Hannah Trickett.

Doherty staff holds 20th 


About 32 teachers and other staff 
members of the former Doherty Ele- 
mentary School got together Wednes- 
day afternoon, April 24, for a 20-year 
reunion. The majority of the teachers 
and administrators at the reunion 
were on hand in 1970 when the Central 
School on Bartlet Street was renamed 
the Doherty Elementary School. Many 
were also there in 1982 when the 
Doherty Elementary closed and was 
renovated to become the Doherty 
Junior High School, incorporating 
most of the elementary school and 
some of the former East Junior High 
School. 


“There was such a great turnout,” 
said Nancy Catalano, the organizer of 
the reunion, who worked in the Doher- 
ty Elementary School main office for 
almost 20 years.

» “What a great school Doherty was.

there trying to earn a living, but they 
always had time to volunteer,” said 
Bonnie Guerin, who taught second 
grade at Doherty Elementary from 
1968 until it closed in 1981. She now 
teachers third grade at Bancroft Ele- 
mentary. 


“We opened Doherty and we all 
were there when it closed. It was a real 
family. There are very few schools that 
could say that,” said George Walsh, 
who taught sixth-grade at Doherty Ele- 
mentary from 1968 to 1981. He now 
teaches sixth-grade at Doherty Middle 
School. 


“There was a real sense of family. 
Very few schools I think could ever 
reproduce that feeling. The staff and 
administration lent a lot of support to 
one another,” said Gerry West, who 
taught first-grade at Doherty Elemen- 
tary and now teaches kindergarten at 
the Early Childhood Center at Shaw- 
sheen School. 

“Togetherness is probably the one 
word that sums up the Doherty school 
when we were all there, The pupils, 
the teachers, the parents, they were all 
part of what made that school special,” 
said Eileen Seavey, who taught fourth- 
grade at Doherty Elementary and now 
teaches the same grade at Sanborn Ele- 
mentary School.

and training.

How about arranging for 
some high school students who 
want to perform community work, 
to assist right here, in the elemen- 
tary grades where teachers are 
worried about what they call plan- 
ning time. The AHS students could 
read to elementary students, or 
even teach an art lesson while the 
elementary teacher makes plans.

Library change 


will take more 
commitment 


Editor, Townsman: 

Last May I submitted a long list of 
questions and suggestions to Memorial 
Hall Library’s Board of Library 
trustees to improve public service. 

As a parent, former librarian and 
frequent user of many libraries, | 
thought Andover residents, and espe- 
cially children, deserved the warmth, 
support and help I know libraries can 
extend, Although much significant 
change is still needed at Memorial 
Hall, at least now, finally, everyone, no 
matter what age, has free and equal 
access to a public facility. But why did 
it take almost an entire year to aehieve 
the change? 

Library Director (Nancy) Jacobson 
(as quoted in the Townsman two weeks 
ago) reported, “There hasn't been a 
whole lot of difference” during the six- 
month trial period that lifted restric- 
tions on access to the library by chil- 
dren below the seventh grade. She also 
said that the biggest change is that 
instead of younger children going into 
the former adult areas, now the mid- 
dle-school kids go down to the chil- 
dren's room, 

Is it really, as Jacobson implies, that 
middle-school children in Andover are 
really so different from middle-school 
children everywhere and do not want 
to use the entire library? Or is it possi- 
ble that children between the ages of 12 
and 18 in Andover still do not feel wel- 
come in the old “adult” areas of Memo- 
rial Hall but seek a safe haven, as they 
have for years, in the friendly chil- 
dren's areas? After all, as the children 
have seen, it did take almost an entire 
year to bring this change. And the 
trustees did say, both at the beginning 
of the six-month trial period and at 
their most recent meeting finally and 
formally lifting all restrictions, that 
the change was necessary not just 
because the restrictions were patently 
unjust but because no other library 
had such restrictions. 

We are still surprised and disap 
pointed no official (elected or appoint 
ed) and, sadly, so few educators in 


Andover spoke out publicly for the 
rights of children in a public library 
(and we asked). 

Despite news reports in Newsweek, 
The Boston Globe, Young American 
Weekly, Free Spirit, Library Journal, 
Kliatt Book Guide, Yankee Magazine, 
The Giraffe Project (so far), support 
from a handful of concerned citizens in 
Andover and from many, many people 
outside of Andover including WBZ's 
Tom Bergeron, newspaper columnist 
Dave Barry, the American Library 
Association, the Massachusetts 
Library Association, and Sarah Wun- 
sch the attorney from the Civil Liber- 
ties Union of Massachusetts, no 
Andover official spoke out against 
Memorial Hall’s aberrant, reprehensi- 
ble and patently illegal policy of dis- 
crimination against and segregation of 
children. 

Should we conclude that children’s 
rights and services are too trivial for 
public official comment and support in 
Andover? 

Library Director Jacobson has been, 
in my experience, consistently, 
adamantly and openly opposed to any 
suggestions of any change at Memorial 
Hall, no matter how obvious the need. 
Her public comments about children in 
the library have been, at best, embar- 
rassing. And she supports and encour- 
ages a staff that actually petitioned 
(almost unanimously) the Board of 
Trustees at the trustees’ last meeting to 
cut public service in the library by 


closing Sunday hours. Such actions, | 


feel, clearly are out of step with and 
detrimental to standard professional 
library service, 

Change will continue to be, at best, 
difficult at Memorial Hall unless many 
more of Andover’'s citizens are willing 
to work harder, more persistently and 
demand more detailed public account- 
ability from this library director and 
until the library trustees are elected as 
they are in many towns. (An appointed 
board of library trustees is a weak 
board and does not represent as broad 
a spectrum of community interests, 
occupations and areas as does an elect- 
ed board.) 

My family and I have done what we 
can. Now it is someone else’s turn, 
though I stand willing to help with a 
thick file and lots of personal experi- 
ence with the library, 

Without such commitment from 


‘more Andover’s citizenry, I predict 


Memorial Hall will be closed on Sun- 
days next fall and children ages 12 to 18 
will continue to feel unwelcome in the 
“adult” areas of Memorial Hall though 
they may be legally “permitted” now to 
browse.

$10 parking

Since the March votes to repeal 
the service tax and enact a supple- 
mental budget, the Legislature may 
seem to have stalled. While admit- 
tedly frustrated by the lack of real 
action -n the structural deficit, I 
have been hard at work on the three 
committees I’m assigned to: Post 
Audit and Oversight, Commerce and 
Labor and 
Taxation. 

Poy sst 
Audit and 
Oversight, 
unlike the 
other com- 
mittees, 
doesn’t 
review leg- 
islation; it 
reviews 
the system 
and investigates areas where we 
have reason to believe government 
isn’t operating as it should. We’re 
currently investigating the problem 
of inmates who receive welfare 
checks. The results aren’t yet com- 
plete, but I think we'll be able to 
crack down on some significant 
abuses of the welfare system when 
we see the magnitude of the prob- 
lem. 

The Commerce and Labor Com- 
mittee held hearings on a number of 
bills in areas which affect the state’s 
economic climate. Worker’s Com- 
pensation insurance has drawn 
much criticism from the state’s 
employers. Although injury rates 
are no higher than most other states, 
claims costs are among the highest 
in the nation. 

The Associated Industries of Mas- 
sachusetts (A.I.M.) has made work- 
er’s compensation reform its num- 
ber one priority for this year. It has 
filed legislation which would reduce 
administrative delay, contain medi- 
cal costs, limit the number of physi- 
cians a claimant can see, cap attor- 
ney’s fees and require judges to set- 
tle within 28 days. The committee is

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Couple is OK after tornado hit Andover, Kan.

Alverna and Charles Malcom of 
Andover, Kan., who two years ago vis- 
ited here to investigate the two towns 
becoming “sister cities,” are safe fol- 
lowing a series of tornados that ripped 
through their town and others in the 
Midwest . 

Mrs. Malcom rushed through her 
errands in town faster than usual last 
Friday. She had “a funny feeling” the 
tornado warning her community had 
received would result in a real torna- 
do, rather than just being a false 
alarm. 

“T don’t know why I felt that way, I 
just did,” she said in a phone inter- 
view Monday. “We've had other times 
when there were tornado warnings, 
but this was different. 

“It had been real stormy that morn- 
ing so I rushed around to get all my 
errands in town done quickly,” she 
said. 

When she got home she turned on 
the radio and listened for weather 
updates as she went about her usual 
afternoon activities. As the radio 
reports confirmed her fears, she could

hear police loudspeakers announcing 
the warnings as they drove up and 
down her neighborhood streets. 

“The town’s tornado warning sys- 
tem (a loud siren) had malfunctioned, 
so police cars had begun going into 
neighborhoods sounding the warning. 


I had been listening to the radio so I 


‘knew it was really getting close,” she 


said. 

Mrs. Malcom and her daughter, son- 
in-law and 1-year-old grandson headed 
into the basement about 15 minutes 
before the tornado hit. 

“The tornado started just about one- 
quarter block north of where we live, 
but everyone in our family is doing 
just fine. No one was injured or killed 
and none of their homes were dam- 
aged,” she said. 

Her son and his wife were able to 
make it to the city hall’s shelter in the 
basement just before the tornado hit. 
Her husband, Charles, who has a real 
estate business, was out showing prop- 
erty that afternoon. 

“He drove real fast heading west,” 
she said. 

Mr. Malcom was never affected by 
the tornado. Others weren’t as lucky. 
The area hardest hit, Mrs. Malcom 
said, was the trailer park. 

“The mobile homes were so shat- 
tered and twisted. It was terrible,” she 
said. 

At least 14 people who lived in one 


of the town’s mobile home parks were 
killed. 

“I knew two of the people who died. 
One was a woman who lived in the 
trailer park who was trying to help the 
elder people get to the shelters,” she 
said. 

One of the Malcoms’ business, an 
auto center, was also hit. Mrs. Malcom 
said part of one building collapsed and 
its roof came off and landed upside 
down. 


“The Catholic church and about 200 
homes in that area were leveled. It’s 
amazing no one lost their lives,” she 
said. 


According to Mrs. Malcom, 
Andover, Kan., used to be named 
Cloud City after an Andover, Mass., 
man who is only called Mr. Cloud in 
historical records. 

He was an engineer who helped 
build a railroad line through Andover, 
Kan., to the state’s capital, Wichita, 
three miles to the west. Mrs. Malcom 
said her town’s name was changed 
because Mr. Cloud wanted to name it 
after his hometown.

hand OT at the Regional Health Center, 
a division of Winchester Hospital. 

“Ifa person is injured, I will help 
them get back to their maximum capaci- 
ty,” explains Ms. Rick. “If that’s not 
physically possible, I will teach them 
adaptive techniques so that they can 
regain as much function as possible.” 

Ms. Strachan comments on her own 
progress, “I’ve had a terrific response. 
When I first started OT, I couldn't flex 
my thumb and now it’s up to 50 degrees.

In 
fact, a report issued last November by 
the Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics 
found that 52 percent of all lwork-relat- 
ed injuries are now cumulative trauma 
disorders.

Using a slow infusion of pain 
medication into the lumbar 
(nerve root) area of the back, 
Via an epidural catheter (a thin, 
flexible tube), epidurals pro- 
vide continuous pain relief that 
can be maintained for many 
hours. Women should discuss 
all their childbirth options with 
their obstetricians. 

Lasers are revolutioniz 
ing surgery. Their ability to 


deliver an intense, precise 
beam of light that simultane 
ously cuts and cauterizes has 
given surgeons greaterscon 
trol while minimizing bleed 
ing and damage to surround- 
ing tissue. 

Lawrence General, which 
introduced a comprehensive 
array of laser technology to 
the area, currently offers 
carbon dioxide and Nd:yag 
(pronounced yag) lasers. 
Within the next few months, 
the hospital will also be able 
to provide candela lasers, 
With different construction, 
each laser has specific uses, 
For instance, the carbon 
dioxide laser is used for 
endometriosis and pelvic 
adhesions while the Nd:yag 
laser will soon be used for 
removing bladder tumors 
and gallbladders. The can- 
dela laser blasts kidney and 
bladder stones. 

Laparoscopic cholecys- 
tectomy, first offered in the 


area by Lawrence General. 
is the newest development 
in gallbladder surgery, giv- 
ing patients a treatment 
alternative that is not only 
cost-effective but also less 
traumatic. 

Unlike traditional gall- 
bladder surgery that 
involves a major abdominal 
incision, Japaroscopic chole- 
cystectomy uses just four 
tiny incisions so there’s less 
scarring pain, discomfort 
and bleeding. Without the 
major abdominal incision, 
patients can go home the 
next day, or most often the 
same day, and be back to 
normal activity in three to 
five days. 

Gallbladder surgery is 
one of the most frequent 
operations performed in 
general surgery, yet this 
new procedure may not be 
for everyone. Patients 
should discuss their options 
with their surgeon,

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Smokers put arteries at risk 


People who smoke are at risk for 
developing peripheral arterial disease 
(PAD), a serious circulatory condition. 


In fact, smoking is one of the largest 
risk factors for the disease, according 
to the American Heart Association. 
Compared to non-smokers, individuals 
who smoke cigarettes are at twice the 
risk of developing PAD. 


PAD is caused by hardening of the 
arteries, a gradual process in which 
fat, collagen or scar tissue containing 
cholesterol and calcium accumulate 
inside the artery. This accumulation, 
called plaque, may partially or totally 
block the flow of blood to the legs and 
abdomen. 


PAD is characterized by pain, 
cramps or tightness in the calves, 
thighs, hips or buttocks when walking, 
which promptly subsides at rest. Oth- 
er signs include general weakness, tin- 
gling, numbness or coldness in the legs 
or feet. 


People often ignore their aches and 
pains, thinking these early warning 
signals are a normal part of growing 
old. Left untreated, however, PAD can 
result in ulcerations, infections and 
gangrene in the legs, 


Smoking contributes to PAD 
because the carbon monoxide and 
nicotine in cigarette smoke reduces 
the body’s supply of oxygen and blood 
flow to the legs.

Other risk factors that contribute to 
the likelihood and severity of PAD 
include being over 50, diabetes, high 
blood cholesterol, high blood pressure, 
obesity, family history of PAD, dia- 
betes, heart disease, high blood pres- 
sure or stroke. 


PAD can best be managed when 
diagnosed early. To encourage more 
people to be tested for PAD, a free 
screening program called “Leg Alert” 
has been developed by the National 
Council on the Aging, Inc., and is spon- 
sored by hospitals and clinics nation- 
wide. 


In the screening, participants are 
given a simple and painless test to 
compare blood pressure at the arm 
and ankle. A significant difference 
may signal a blood flow problem. Par- 
ticipants who show symptoms of PAD 
are referred to their physicians for fur- 
ther diagnosis and treatment. 


In addition to giving up smoking, 
therapies for PAD include exercise 
(especially walking), eating properly, 
managing diabetes, watching high 
cholesterol and high blood pressure, 
and taking Trental (pentoxifylline), a 
medication that improves circulation.

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The Massachusetts Public Health 
Council voted to make Lowell General 


Hospital the first and sole provider of 


cardiac catheterization services in the 
Merrimack Valley. 


It is also the first cardiac catheteriza- 
tion lab to be approved outside a large 
teaching hospital since the state began 
regulating new technology in 1973. 


The council, which consists of 


health care providers and consumer 
representatives appointed by the gov 
ernor, made its decision after hearing 
final comments from Lowell General 
Hospital and four other Merrimack 
Valley Hospitals that had also made 
applications for the service: St. John’s 
Hospital, Lowell; St. Joseph's Hospital, 
Lowell; Lawrence General Hospital, 
Lawrence; and Holy Family Hospital, 
Methuen. 

Lowell General Hospital President 
Robert A. Donovan called cardiac 
catheterization one of the most signifi- 
cant medical services to come to the 
Merrimack Valley in recent history. 

“We are thrilled that we can bring 
this critical diagnostic tool to detect 
and help plan treatment of heart dis- 
ease to residents of the Merrimack Val-

ley,” he said. “It is also rewarding to 
know that the Public Health Council 
has recognized that Lowell General 
Hospital has the clinical expertise to 
offer this service.” 


Cardiac catheterization is a proce- 
dure through which a catheter (a 
small, hollow, flexible tube) is inserted 
into a large vein in the leg or arm and 
passed through the vein into the heart. 


When the catheter is in place, a dye 
is injected into the heart vessels and 
chambers to allow the physician to 
observe the flow of dye on sophisticat- 
ed radiology equipment. The pressure 


of blood flow and the oxygen content of 


the blood is also monitored. 


For patients with coronary artery 
disease, congenital heart disease or oth- 
er malfunctions of the heart and valves, 
cardiac catheterization provides vital 
information to help determine how the 
disease should be treated. 


One LGH cardiologist, Dr. Lincoln 
Pinsky, said, “We will be able to offer a 
service at Lowell General Hospital that 
patients currently must travel outside 
the area to receive. The technology has

advanced to the level at which a com- 
munity hospital can provide cardiac 
catheterization in a safe and conve- 
nient manner.” 

Dr. Jose Carrion, another cardiolo- 
gist on LGH’s staff, called the awarding 
of cardiac catheterization to Lowell 
General Hospital a_ significant 
improvement in quality of care to peo- 
ple in the area with cardiac disease. 
“This will definitely reduce the waiting 
time for patients with an urgent need 
for catheterization and it will be more 
convenient for patients and families,” 
said Dr. Carrion. 


“The local physician, namely the 
cardiologist, will also be more directly 
involved in planning the course of 
treatment.” 


Lowell General Hospital was one of 
five area hospitals who sought to estab 
lish the one cardiac catheterization lab 
state officials determined was needed 
in the Merrimack Valley. 


In choosing LGH to be the regional 
resource, state officials cited three factors: 


1. Access to the greatest proportion of

vately-insured patients; 

2. The quality of service proposed, 
including a collaboration with 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston; and 

3. A reputation for high quality ser- 
vices and proven cost containment 
ability demonstrated by extensive 
involvement in managed care 
plans such as health maintenance 
organizations and preferred 
provider organizations. 


An estimated 750 patients a year will 
receive catheterization through the new 
laboratory. According to Mr. Donovan, 
the hospital will receive the first cardiac 
catheterization patients in 1991. 


The Cardiae Catheterization Lab at 
Lowell General Hospital opened offi- 
cially with a dedication ceremony on 
Feb, 25.

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Annually, suicide kills 
more people than murder 


Bach year approximately 22,000 peo- 
ple in the United States are the victims 
of a homicide. What few of us realize, 
however, is that in that same year, 
30,000 people will take their own lives.

To help prevent someone you love from 
dying by their own hand: 


ly Know the risks — Psychiatric ill 
ness, a history of suicide in the family, 
previous suicide attempts and drug or 
alcohol dependency have all been 
found to be common factors in com 
pleted suicides. While females com 
prise 60 percent of the 300,000 suicide 
attempts, males are three times more 
likely to commit suicide.

ly Know the signs — 80 percent of 


people who commit suicide have 
communicated their intentions. 
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Making statements such as “I may 
not be around next week...” or “I am 
going to die,” talking about death, 
withdrawing from friends and family 
or giving away possessions may sig- 
nal suicidal intentions. 


ly Confront the problem — Because 
many of us are unsure how to respond 
to suicidal gestures, we often do not 
respond at all. Ignoring signs of sui- 
cide can be dangerous or fatal. Ask the 
person directly, “Have you been con- 
templating suicide?” and encourage 
expression of feelings. 


ly Take action — Suicidal threats and 
gestures are a cry for help. Most suici- 
dal persons desperately want to live. 
Remove guns, knives, pills, car keys or 
any other potentially lethal objects. 
Help the person find alternatives to sui- 
cide and reasons to be hopeful about 
the future. Most people who attempt 
suicide report feeling hopeless. 
ly Encourage the person to seek 
help — 95 percent of suicides are com- 
mitted by a person with a psychiatric 
illness. Diagnosis and treatment of an 
underlying disorder can save a life.

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Advances in medical technology are 
enabling healthcare providers to treat 
patients in ways that involve less pain 
and result in faster recovery. New Eng- 
land Memorial Hospital (NEMH) is 
making the acquisition of this technol- 
ogy a high priority in its continuing 
efforts to enhance patient care. 

On April 24, the Stoneham hospital 
opened its new Center for Interven- 
tional Radiology that features a $1.5- 
million, state-of-the-art, computer-driv- 
en imaging system. This equipment 
enables interventional radiologists to 
conduct more than 30 sophisticated, 
non-surgical diagnostic and treatment 
procedures that once required long 
incisions, general anesthesia, and hos- 
pitalization. According to Dr. Mark A. 
Connaughton, a specialist in cardio- 
vascular and interventional radiology, 
the new center offers certain patients 
safer and less stressful alternatives to 
major surgery. : 

Interventional radiologists use X 
ray imaging and computerized video 
equipment to guide specially designed 
catheters (flexible tubes) through blood 
vessels, tissue and organs. These 
catheters can then direct tiny wires, 
balloons and other instruments micro- 


scopically to a specific treatment area. 


The radiologist monitors the path of 


these catheters in the body on a special 
video screen. Through gentle manipu- 
lation, corrective procedures, usually 
requiring only local anesthesia, are 
completed, 

Interventional radiology techniques 
are now used to open clogged arteries, 
control internal bleeding, collect tissue 
samples, remove gallstones, crush kid- 
ney stones, drain fluid collections, and 
shrink tumors deep within the body, 
Patients undergoing these non-surgical 
procedures experience less pain and 
discomfort, have shorter hospital 
stays, lose less blood, and recover 
faster. There are no scars from long 
incisions, and patients who, in the 
past, may have been too sick to under- 
go the stresses of major surgery now 
have real alternatives that enable them 
to receive needed treatment. 

Surgeons at New England Memorial 
Hospital are reducing the discomfort, 
hospitalization and recuperation time 
associated with actual surgical proce- 
dures by using the latest in laser tech- 
nology. Lasers are being used in gall 
bladder removal, mastectomies, repair 
of hernias, fertility procedures, and 
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Less pain, faster recovery at NEMH 


removal of ectopic pregnancies, uter- 
ine fibroid tumors, thyroids and skin 
lesions. 

Last July, the Stoneham hospital 
becaine the first in Boston’s northern 
suburbs to perform gallbladder 
surgery using the new laparoscopic: 
cholecystectomy procedure. This pro- 
cedure reduces a patient's hospital 
stay to an overnight visit instead of the 
three to five days required by tradi- 
tional surgery. Total recovery time is 


just one week, down from three to six 


weeks. 

The hospital’s new Endoscopy Suite, 
which opened last fall, uses state-of- 
the-art video technology to provide, in 
a relatively noninvasive way, direct 
visualization of internal organs. Most 
of these procedures are conducted on 
an outpatient basis. Since no general 
anesthesia is used, the patient can 
leave the same day. 

In 1990 NEMH purchased the new 
Concept IntraVision S system for pro- 
cedures which once required major 
surgery, such as removal or disintegra- 
tion of kidney stones, cataract surgery, 
removal of ovarian cysts and fibroids 
in the uterus, and arthroscopic knee 
surgery. 


Recently, New England Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging opened in the 
NEMH Medical Office Building. 
Although not directly affiliated with 
New England Memorial, the service is 
located next to the hospital. 

Magnetic resonance imaging (MRI) 
is a way of seeing bone and soft tissue 
inside the body without radiation. MRI 
can give views in three dimensions 
and make visible even subtle differ- 
ences between various tissues. These 
factors make diagnoses easier and 
more accurate.

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Pesky mosquitoes: annoyance for 
humans, but health hazard for dogs 


One tiny mosquito can cause great 
big problems for your dog. Heart 
worm disease is a potentially fatal 
condition transmitted to dogs by the 
bite of an infected mosquito. 


“Heartworm is on the rise in the 
Northeast and has been reported 
throughout the United States and 
Canada,” said Dr. John Rush, a cardi- 


ologist and assistant professor of 


medicine at Tufts University School 
of Veterinary Medicine. “Although 
heartworm disease can be treated, the 
procedure may be complicated and 
costly. Prevention of the disease is 
definitely the best cure.” 


A simple blood test is the first step 
in preventing heartworm and should 
be performed as part of a dog’s annual 
veterinary check-up. In the Northeast, 
testing is recommended in early 
spring just before mosquitoes 
emerge. Following a negative blood

test, dogs can be protected from infec- 


tion with preventive medication. 


“Dog owners have the choice of giv- 
ing either a daily or monthly tablet ,” 
Dr. Rush said. “Medication should 
continue through December. A pre- 
ventive should never be given until a 
dog has a negative blood test, because 
a severe reaction may occur if the dis- 
ease is active.” 


Unprotected dogs are at risk and 
become potential source of disease for 
others. When a mosquito bites an infect- 
ed dog, the blood it draws contains the 
young worms -— or microfilariae — of the 
nematode Dirofilaria immitis, which 
then mature into infective larvae in the 
mosquito. These larvae are then passed 
along when the infected mosquito bites 
a healthy dog. 


Within a few months, the larvae 
move into the blood and migrate to the 


When traveling, protect medicine from summer heat 


When summer temperatures 
climb, they rise even higher in 
your car. Keep that in mind if you 
take medications along when you 
travel, advises the Journal of the 


American Medical Association. 
Extreme heat may cause medica- 
tions to break down, leading to a 
rapid loss of potency. 

If storage in a hot car becomes 


dog’s heart, where they mature into 6- 
to 14-inch worms, lodge in the heart 
and adjacent pulmonary arteries and 
reproduce — sending out microfilariae 
into the dog’s blood. There may be 
from one to several hundred adult 
worms in a severe case. 


Adult worms can cause extensive 
damage to a dopg’s heart, lungs, liver and 
kidneys. Signs of heartworm disease 
include difficulty breathing, coughing, 
exercise intolerance and vomiting. 
Treatment of the disease requires injec- 
tions of an organic arsenical drug that 
kills the adult worms. Untreated dogs 
eventually die of heart failure and dam- 
age to other vital organs. 


Although the disease primarily 
affects dogs, Dr. Rush said that cats 
and some wild species such as foxes, 
wolves and ferrets may also be affect- 
ed. Human cases occur, but they are 
extremely rare,

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Springtime breezes bring 
sneezes fo people with allergies 


With a hint of spring in 
the air, most of us are look- 
ing forward to the long 
awaited arrival of warm 
weather. However, for the 50 
million Americans — 18 to 20 
percent of the population - 
who suffer from allergies, 
their annual bout of sneez- 
ing and wheezing can put a 
damper on spring fever. 


“People are allergic to one 
or more of the pollens from 
trees and grasses, mold 
spores and mite products,” 
explains Dr. John M. 


O’Loughlin, chairman of 


Lahey Clinic’s Department 
of Allergy and Dermatology. 
Other outdoor problems dur- 
ing this season include poi- 
son ivy and_= stinging 
insects.” 


Dr. O’Loughlin~ will 
address Spring Allergies 
Tuesday, May 7, at the clinic. 


“With trees and grasses 
being the principal culprits 
for most victims, the symp- 
toms of pollen allergies 
include sneezing, asthma, 
hives, stuffed and runny 
nose, and itchy and swollen 
eyes,” he says. 


According to Dr. O’Lough- 
lin, once an _ individual 
knows what he or she is 
allergic to, it is possible to 
reduce exposure to the 
offenders and thereby limit 
the severity of the allergic 
response. 


“While there is little you 
can do about the weather, 
you can, if you are sensitive 
to pollen and mold spores, 
avoid them. People can mini- 
mize symptoms by keeping 
away from wooded areas and 
fields during the season, 
staying indoors in an air- 
conditioned room when the 


pollen count is high, and 
avoiding mold spores,” he 
says. 


Also, antihistamine and 
decongestant medications, 
nasal sprays and — for indi- 
viduals with particularly 
troublesome symptoms aller- 
gy injections, can help. 


In his lecture, Dr. 
O'Loughlin will discuss 
allergic reactions to pollen, 
stinging insect problems, 
and signs of spring contact 
allergies.

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Relieving stress: Cry, walk, exercise, more

Some cry. Some exercise. Oth- 
ers talk about it. Some walk in 
the woods. But they’re all doing 
the same thing — dealing with 
stress. 

Stress is something most 
everyone endures in his or her 
hectic schedule. It’s a physical 
or mental tension that moti- 
vates one to lower or block 
uncomfortable feelings. 

Health professionals say it is 
absolutely necessary for people 
to deal with their stress, 
whether it is related to jobs, 
relationships, family or social 
problems. 

The more popular techniques 
to handle stress include crying, 
exercise, relaxation and verbal- 
ization. However, there are no 
standardized methods. Do what 
is right for you, officials advise. 
if your stress-reduction methods 
work for you. then keep with it. 

The Townsman talked with a 
few Andover residents, asking 
them how they deal with stress. 

Alex Kiesel of 10 Haverhill 
St. lowers his stress level 
through sitting meditation and 
physical activity such as kung 
fu. 

“It makes my body able to 
release the stuck energy,” Mr. 
Kiesel said. 

Mr. Kiesel, owner of Yang’s 
Martial Arts Association on 
Haverhill Street, said Tai Chi 
teaches people how to move the 
body and release the tension 
inside it. More than 4,000 years 
ago, the Chinese made a discov- 
ery: When pressure is applied to 
a certain part of the human 
body, a tingling sensation, for 
instance, results. This feeling is 
caused as positive energy trav- 
els through the meridians of the 
body, negating daily strain and 
tension. 

The first step of Tai Chi 
begins by leading energy from 
the naval area, then throughout 
the entire body. 

“Tai Chi tries to use the mind 
to release stress. When it goes 
up to your head, Tai Chi reduces 
stress,” he said. 

This therapeutic form of exer- 
cise has no age limit, said Mr. 
Kiesel, whose students range in 
age from 18 to 86.

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New ULowell program to study workplace safety 


Occupational ergonomics is the 
science of designing work environ- 
ments so they are compatible with 
the needs and capabilities of those 
who work there. 


The University of Lowell is plan- 
ning to establish an ergonomics 
institute for the prevention of occu- 
pational injuries. 


The new center, which will be 
based in the Work Environment Pro- 
gram, will focus its research activi- 
ties on issues of ergonomics and 
biomechanics — including such repet- 
itive-trauma problems as carpal tun- 
nel syndrome, issues of work organi- 
zation — including mental and physi- 
cal stressors — and the introduction 
of new technologies. 


Pending approval by the ULowell 
.board of trustees, the center will be 
named the Lorin Kerr Ergonomics 
Institute for Occupational Injury 
Prevention. 


Dr. Kerr, who died early this year, 
was a physician and public health spe- 
cialist long active in the field of occu- 
pational health. He served the United 
Mine Workers of America for more 
than 30 years, won a presidential cita- 
tion from the American Public Health 
Association for his battle against black 
lung disease, and was a visiting profes- 
sor at Howard University in Washing- 
ton, D.C, 


“The institute will parallel our 
existing activities, identifying and 
controlling toxic exposures in the 
work environment,” said Dr. David 
H. Wegman, chairman of work envi- 
ronment. 


Faculty in the department already 
hold approximately $7.5 million in 
research contracts from public and 
private sources, according to Dr. 
Wegman. Some of those research 
projects will move under the umbrel- 
la of the Kerr Institute. 


The institute, Dr. Wegman said, 
will be unique in New England and 
probably in the country. “This insti- 
tute is a very exciting prospect — not 
only for work environment — but for 
this university and for those who 
want to stem the epidemic of work- 
related injuries,” said Dr. Charles 
Levenstein, professor of work envi- 
ronment policy. “Its approach to the 
problems, combining ergonomic and 
engineering disciplines in pursuit of 
primary prevention, is innovative 
and unprecedented,” he said. 


Workplace injuries have a stag- 
gering social impact. They disrupt 
individual lives, impose sizable eco- 
nomic costs on families and employ- 
ers and enormous burdens on health 


‘care and government programs.

workers, who were injured on the 
job in 1989 alone, lost 57 million pro- 
ductive workdays that year. 


The Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration has identi- 
fied repetitive motion injuries as the 
fastest growing occupational injury 
at this time. 


In Massachusetts, businesses each 
year pay more in workers’ compen- 
sation costs than they do in corpo- 
rate taxes, according to Geoffrey C. 
Beckwith, who recently joined 
ULowell as director of work environ- 
ment and technology policy. 


Mr. Beckwith is a former state 
legislator and visiting scholar at the 
Harvard School of Public Health.

are ergonomics and biomechanics - 
Drs. Laura Punnett and Bryan 
Buchholz, respectively. Epidemiol- 
ogists in work environment — Drs. 
Wegman, Ellen Eisen and David 
Kriebel — will collaborate in the 
work of the institute. In addition, 
designated projects of the technolo- 
gy and work program, headed by 
Charles Richardson, will be chan- 
neled through the new center. 


A study of injuries among sawmill 
workers in Maine and another study 
of risk factors for upper extremity 
musculoskeletal disorders among 
automotive workers at Chrysler 
plants, both already underway, will 
be moved under the institute’s 
umbrella. Dr. Punnett is principal 
investigator on both projects. The 
total funding for these projects sur 
passes $600,000. 


“The institute will set up an 
‘injury panel’ in conjunction with 
OSHA.” Dr. Wegman said further. 
“Its mission will be to conduct tech- 
nological reviews of the circum- 
stances of occupational fatalities and 
to ascertain whether engineering 
interventions might have prevented 
the accidents and deaths under 
study.”

New England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham has established a program 
for insensitive feet that takes a multi- 
disciplinary approach to evaluating 
patients who have undergone sensory 
changes in their lower extremities 
through diabetes, stroke, accident or 
complications of alcoholism. 

Peter Paicos Jr, doctor of podiatric 
medicine and coordinator of the pro- 
gram, says this patient population is at 
high risk for lower-extremity injury 
since they have lost the ability to sense 
injury or pain to that area. Patients 
with medical conditions that predis- 
pose them to insensitivity to the lower 
extremities/feet are candidates for 
evaluation in the program. 

“Patients will be referred by their 
primary medical doctor to the clinic, 
and evaluations will be conducted by a 
specially trained core team,” explains 
Elinor Donovan, director of physical 
and occupational therapy. “The core 
team is composed of an endocrinolo- 
gist, podiatrist, physical therapist and 
occupational therapist. This team will 
evaluate each patient to determine if 
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they are at risk for injury or further 
injury. Treatment plans will be 
designed to prevent major problems 
from developing.” 

A highly trained team of specialists, 
including a diabetic teaching nurse 
and vascular, general and orthopedic 
surgeons, will be called upon to com- 
plete the total treatment care plan. 

This multidisciplinary team approach 
has been found to be most effective in 
treating patients dealing with diabetes, 
vascular disease, stroke and injuries from 
motor vehicle accidents. 

“All aspects of the patient’s condition 
and history will be evaluated, including 
diet, exercise physiology, mechanical 
function, endocrine function, kinesiology, 
vascular capacity, etc.,’ says Dr. Paicos. 
“A teaching unit has been developed 
which will be involved in patient educa- 
tion, a lecture series and other aspects of 
patient management. 

“At all times, the primary doctor will 
decide the level of intervention, and the 
core team will honor his or her wishes.”

Israelis identify risk factors 
for Parkinson's disease 


Neurologists at Tel Aviv Medical 
Center in Israel have completed a study 
of possible risk factors for Parkinson’s 
disease. The study was presented at the 
annual meeting of the American Acade 
my of Neurology in Boston. 


According to Dr. Therese Treves, who 
directed the study, five distinct risk fae 
tors where identified by comparing 
demographic, medical, and personal data 
from 100 Parkinson’s disease patients 
and their families with 100 age-matched 
controls and their families. The study 
identified the following risk factors: 

(SA family history of Parkinson's dis 
ease; 

“A family history of mentally dis 


abling disease (such as 
Alzheimer’s); 
* Childhood exposure to major out 
breaks of influenza; 
* A history of thyroid disease; and 
[>A history of clinical depression. 


The researchers also found that 
Parkinson’s disease was more com 
mon among Ashkenazi (Eastern Euro 
pean) Jews than among Sephardic 
Jews (European Jews who settled in 
other parts of the world). An estimated 
100,000 Americans suffer from Parkin 
son’s, a neurologic disorder that caus 
es a progressive deterioration in a part 
of the brain associated with movement 
and motor skills.

You’re not the only one 
confused about oat bran 


Conflicting reports about oat bran in 
the news lately have left many people 


wondering if increasing their intake of 


oat bran is worth the effort. Can oat 
bran lower cholesterol, or have we 
been led to believe something that may 
not be true? 

“More study is needed before an 
indisputable correlation between oat 
bran and cholesterol can be estab- 
lished. However, the weight of evi- 
dence indicates that oat bran added to 
the diet can help to lower a high choles- 
terol level, particularly if the individu- 
al reduces saturated fat and cholesterol 
intake,” commented Richard Cornell, 
MD, medical director for U.S. Health- 
care, an operator of health mainte- 
nance organizations with more than 
one million members. 

To better understand this complicat- 
ed issue, it is first necessary to under- 
stand fiber. Fiber is present in all plant 
foods that have undergone no more 
than a minimum of processing. There 
are many types of fiber, including cel- 
lulose, pectins and gums. Each is 
placed in one of two categories — water- 
soluble or insoluble — depending on 
whether or not it dissolves in water. 


Most plants foods are a combination of 


both. 

It has long been known that fiber 
plays an important role in the natural 
functioning of the gastrointestinal 
tract, particularly in preventing and 
treating constipation. And there is 
strong evidence that a diet low in fat 
and high in fiber can help reduce the 
incidence of colon cancer, the second 
leading cause of cancer deaths among 
Americans, cancer of the large bowel, 
and diverticulitis, a disease of the 
colon. 

More recently, the medical commu- 


, 


nity has been investigating the ability 
of soluble fiber, the kind primarily 
found in oat bran, to lower total blood 
cholesterol. 

Studies suggest that oat bran can 
lower cholesterol, particularly low-den- 
sity lipoprotelns, the type of choles- 
terol associated with increasing the 
risk of heart disease. Studies also sug- 
gest that oat bran is most effective 
when consumed by individuals with 
high cholesterol levels (generally con- 
sidered 200 milligrams per deciliter or 
above). 

Some experts are hesitant to credit 
oat bran with too much cholesterol- 
lowering power. Oat bran study sub- 
jects tend to eat less cholesterol-rich 
foods and foods high in saturated fat, 
which tends to increase the level of 
blood cholesterol, and they attribute 
the cholesterol reduction to those 
dietary changes, rather than to the 
ingestion of oat bran. 

At least one study has concluded 
that soluble fiber and insoluble fiber 
lower cholesterol equally. 

Of the many forms of fiber, oat bran 
has received so much attention 
because it contains a higher percent- 
age (40 percent) of soluble fiber than 
any naturally eaten food. Soluble fiber 
is also found in fruits (bananas, 
oranges, apples, grapefruits, grapes, 
plums, strawberries), beans (black, 
kidney), peas (dried, split, chick) and 
other vegetables (carrots, zucchini, 
sweet potatoes, cauliflower and green 
beans). 

A source of soluble fiber even higher 
than oat bran is psyllium, a grain 
grown in warm Mediterranean and Far 
Eastern countries. Psyllium is not eat-

en as food in the United States, but it 
has long been added to laxatives, 
where it acts to relieve constipation, At 
least one food manufacturer, the Kel 
logge Company, has added the ingredi 
ent to breakfast cereal. 

Since the cholesterol craze began, 
oat bran has been added to everything 
from pasta to potato chips, and con 
sumers have often been left holding the 
bag. “The claim ‘high-fiber’ on a label 
has no meaning. Look at the nutrient 
breakdown instead; if the product con 
tains two grams or more of fiber per 
serving, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration considers it a legiti 
mate source of fiber,” Dr. Cornell said 

“However, check the oil. An oat 
bran muffin made with saturated-fat 
rich coconut or palm oil may be better 
left on the store shelf,” he added. 

If oat bran and perhaps other water- 
soluble fibers can indeed lower choles 


“terol, another question arises: How 


much is enough to do the job? 
“There’s no definitive answer to 
that question either, but studies indi- 
cate that 35 grams of oat bran a day 
seems reasonable,” Dr. Cornell said. 
The Quaker Oats Company, which 
has seen its hot oatmeal sales increase 


_ by more than $100 billion since, 1987, 


and other companies now market 
breakfast cereals fortified with oat 
bran, A one-ounce serving can provide 
as much as 20 grams of oat bran. One 
bowl of such a cereal in addition to a 
half cup of cooked beans (about nine 
grams of oat bran) and a few servings 
of fruit and vegetables rich in soluble 
fiber could total 85 grams. 

“Those interested in trying to lower 
their cholesterol should not rely on sol 
uble fiber alone to do the job. Other 
changes in the diet are necessary, such 
as limiting foods high in saturated fat 
and cholesterol. These include foods 
processed with tropical oils, red meats, 
whole dairy byproducts, egg yolks and 
liver,” Dr. Cornell said. 

“There are two other important 
points to keep in mind. One, fiber 
intake should be increased gradually 
to give the gastrointestinal tract time 
to adjust to the change. Otherwise, 
diarrhea and flatulence can result. 
Two, fluid intake should be increased, 
because fiber absorbs water from the 
bowels,” Dr. Cornell said. 

A recommended dietary allowance 
has not been established for dietary 
fiber. The National Cancer Institute, 
however, recommends 25 grams of 
dietary fiber be ingested daily, Current 
fiber consumption in the United States 
is much lower than that, sources say.

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Study shows family history 


major risk factor in 


developing Alzheimer’s disease 


A new study adds to the growing 
body of evidence that a family history 
of Alzheimer’s disease is a significant 
risk factor for individuals developing 
the disabling brain disorder. The 
study was presented to doctors attend 
ing the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Neurology in Boston. 


Researchers at St. Paul-Ramsey 


Medical Center and the University of 


Minnesota reviewed clinical and 
pathological data made available by 
the Ramsey Foundation Brain Bank. 
Founded in 1980, the tissue bank is 


thought to be largest collection of 


brains with Alzheimer’s and other 
dementing disorders in the world. 


“Our study began with examinations 
of the brain, then looking back at the 


donor’s medical history,” said Dr. Mario 
Mendez, a neurologist at St. Paul-Ram- 
sey Medical Center. “We looked at some 
of the factors thought to be possible risk * 
factors for Alzheimer’s, including head 
trauma, thyroid disease and cardiovas 
cular disease. 


“After comparing the brain tissue 
and medical records of 407 
Alzheimer’s patients with 133 patients 
with non-Alzheimer’s dementia and 50 
normal elderly subjects, we found that 
only family history was significantly 
different from either comparison 
group.” 


An estimated 4 million Americans 
have Alzheimer’s disease, an in 
evitably fatal degenerative brain dis- 
order that usually strikes the elderly.

I must remind you, my veal is not fried in a fry-a-lator. That word is not in the Italian vocabulary and is a 
cheap way to prepare Italian food. Each time you order veal at the Colosseum, we pan fry it in fresh soybean 
oil every time. 

I refuse to use any second quality veal. I use only provimi veal. Provimi means: protein, vitamins and 
minerals and not too many meat markets carry this veal because it is very expensive. They will tell you “use 
this other kind, it is the best I have.” But, don't ask them if it’s the best they can buy. Then ask why they 
dont carry provimi veal - the best product on the market. An example would be the price difference between 
a Pontiac and a Lamborghini. Which would you rather drive for almost the same price? I'll let you be the 
judge.
